What is a Spiritual Gift?

Jesus Christ is ALTVE!—and thus, He is able to meaningfully 
function as the living and active Head of His Church (Eph. 1:22, 
4:15, 5:23, Col 1:18). Acting in this capacity, Christ (Eph. 4), by 
His Holy Spirit (1 Cor. 12), distributes particular Spiritual Gifts 
unto His local Assemblies as He deems both fit and necessary. Any 
theory of Church administration that does not take this reality into 
account as the central dynamic of practical ministry, and instead, 
chooses to look to the world and its organizational models (e.g., 
the business realm), is ultimately doomed to failure (1 Cor. 1:20). 


A Spiritual Gift, or “grace gift’ (Greek, charisma), comes to 
individuals by the grace of God (Rom. 12:3, 6), and can be defined 
as a divinely endowed special ability bestowed upon a member 
of the Body of Christ for service within the Body. The gifts are 
thus to be distinguished from our natural talents or naturally 
developed abilities. Whereas the latter may come to us from God 
via our parents, or may develop naturally within the course of our 
lives, spiritual gifts come to us supernaturally, directly from the 
Hand of God. Further, the major emphasis of the significant 
passages relating to spiritual gifts (Rom. 12, Eph. 4, I Cor. 12, 1 Pet. 
4:10) deals with their use in the service of the Body (in contrast to 
natural abilities, which may be of benefit to mankind in general). 


We might also observe that Paul also speaks of gifts in a different 
sense; namely as the endowment of specially gifted individuals 
unto the Body (as in Eph. 4:11-12). 


Many of these gifts are enumerated in | Cor 12:7-10, 28-30, Rom. 
12:6-8, and Eph. 4:11. Whether or not these lists are to be deemed 
exhaustive, the diversity-within-unity seen within the Body is 
further enhanced by different combinations and manifestations of 
these gifts within different individuals. While some may have 
multiple gifts (1 Cor. 12:31), each believer has at least one (1 Pet. 
4:10). No single believer has all of the spiritual gifts, for we 
believers are designed, as 1 Cor. 12:12-27 indicates, to be mutually 
dependent upon one another. No believer is designed to be a sort 
of self-sufficient island-unto-himself. We need each other!
